However they 
might be diſtinguiſh d in Liſe, either by Birth and Qualiry, 
or by accumulated Titles of Honour, or by the higheſt At- 
tainments of Viſdom and Virtue, or by any other Endow- 
ments, whether natural or acquired; yet they muſt lie down 
in the Duſt of Death, naked as they came into the World, and 
ſtripped of all. The King of Terrours is inexorable, unre- 
lenfing ; he rules with an unbounded Sway, and knows no 
Monarch but himſelf. . Though they be raiſed as high as 
Heaven, he will fink them into the Pit of Corruption. For 
. thus ſpoke the King of Heaven, to check thePtide of Earthly 
Princes, — 1 have ſaid, Ye are Gods, and Ye are all the 
Children of. the moſt High : But Ye ſhall die like Men, and 
fall like one of the Princes. — Pf: boxxii. 6, 7. LIES: 225; 

A very mournful Inſtanee of this Kind; we have 
within theſe few Days, ſeen, and, to our inexpreffible Grief, 
experienced, by the almoſt ſudden, but quite unexpected, 
Toſs we have all ſuſtained, in being deprived of His Royal 
Highneſs the Heir Apparent to the Imperial Crown of theſe 
Realms, A Loſs, fo deplorably great, that we want Words 
to expreſs it, and cannot yet, in our moſt anxious Thoughts, 
fully comprehend what may be the fatal Conſequences of it: 
The bare Forebodings of which, is a melancholy Subject, 
that at preſent fills every. Breaſt, and is uppermoſt in the 
Thoughts of every ſerious Perſon, For there is no one 
that wriſhes well to the publick Good, but muſt be truely 
affected at the irreparable Loſs of fo promiſing a Bleſſing to 
the whole Nation in general, as well as of ſo indulgent an 
Huſband to ſo excellent a Princeſs, and. ſo tender a Parent

Princes are to be benowred, when 
they can be no longer obeyed. . Their Names are ſeill to live, 
and their Memorial to be embalmed'; both on account of 
the Good they did, and what they deligned to do, had not 
Death, which made all their GU? Projects to periſh, 
prevented them. 

It is therefore a Duty preſcribed by the King of ins to 
all Subjects, not only to obey: Princes and Governors whilſt

ReſpeR to their Memories afterwards. © / 
Thus did the Man after God's own Heart, upon hearing 
of the Death of Saul; altho' his Perſecutor and profeſſed E- 
nemy. What a brave and generous Concern did he ſhew, 
upon that Occaſion? Lamenting his Fall, and venting his 
own Grief, in the Words of this mournful Elegy; — The 
| Beauty of Iſrael is flain upon thy high Places: How are the 
mighty fallen! Tell it not in Gath, publiſh it not in the 
Streets of Aſtelon; left the Daughters of the Philiſlines rejoice, 
leaſt the Daughters of the uncircumciſed triumph ] ye Moun- 
tains of Gilboa, let there be no Dew, neither let there be 
Rain upon you, nor Fields of Offerings: For there the Shield of 
ithe Mighty is vilely caſt away, the Shield of Saul, as tho' he 
bad not. been anointed with Oil ! How are the Mighty fallen, 
and the Weapons of War periſhed ! — 2 Sam. 1. 17. 
. Such was the Piety of David towards his deceaſed Prince. 
And the Scripture has recorded it, to his immortal Honour, 
that he diſcovered ſuch a Publick-ſprrited Diſpoſition, upon 
this Occaſion, as cancell'd all Private Reſentments. And 
hereby has given an Example of the moſt inviolable Loyalty 
toPoſterity. So tbat whatever Changes Governments may 
be ſubje& to (as all Governments are, by the mutable State 
of the preſert World) it may never be in Danger thro* 
our Diſaffection towards it: But that we may always con- 
ſult their Good, from whom we derive the Greateſt. © 
The remarkable Turns of Providence, occaſioned by the 
Death of Princes, and the Defeafance of our Hopes there- 
by; may lead us to conſider: Na .

Hint Primas are 0 far to te confided in, as their Com- 
miſſion i is from Heaven, and their Office neceſſary to the up- 
holding Government. 

Government is ſo. neceſſary to the Support of Societies, 
and Good Princes to the Support of Government, that they 
are inveſted with a Divine Commiſion for that Purpoſe, and 
are to be revered and ſubmitted to, as ſuch; The Powers 
that be, are ordained of God; and the Bleſſings derived from 
thence to the Publick, are ſo important, that the Depriva- 
tion of them tends to all the miſerable Confuſions of Anar- 
chy. Therefore the Vacancy of the Throne, or the Want of a 
Succeſſor in it, is an Evil the moſt to be dreaded : Becauſe 
it opens the way to civil Broils and Diſturbances, Seditions, 
Conſpiracies, and Rebellions, For the Prevention of which, 
we put up our continual Prayers, at the Throne of Grace, 
for the KING, and all the Royal Family, and for all the 
Bleſſings of Heaven upon them, whenſoever ue aſſemble 
and meet together, for celebrating Divine Worſhip. And 
altho' the Preſent Royal Family, is, by the Bleſſing of Gop ſo 
numerous, that the like has hardly ever been known in any 
Age or Country ; ; yet the Loſs of either, eſpecially the 
Parent of them (who was to have formed the Minds of his 
Children, by his Example, and good Inſtructions, to Prin- 
ciples of Religion and Government) muſt be exceedingly 
deplorable both to Them, and to the whole Community ; and 
may be felt, for many Ages, by our late Poſterity. 

So that the Loſs of Princes, eſpecially of Gord Princes, 

is a Publick and a National Calamity; notwithſtanding 
there is ſo little Truſt to be repoſed in Them, or ſo little 
Help to be expedled from Them: Becauſe they act by a 


divine

divine Commiſſion, and their Office” is $ inſtituted for the 
Publick Benefit. 

More particularly, it is to them we owe the A 
ſtratiom of public Fuſtice, without which, we had as good 
be without Laws. For when there was no King i in Iſrael al- 
tho? there were Laws and thoſe very good ones, yet every 
one did that which was right in his own Eyes. 

We maſt therefore put our Truft in Princes, as far as 
they are entruſted with Power by God, and uſe it in his 
Service. It is to their ProteRion, under Gop that we derive 
our Well-being. Therefore they are not to be truſted in as tho 
they were real Gods, but only as ſuch by Repreſentation. 

On the other hand, this ſhould admoniſh Princes ſo to 
act in Character, as to be ever mindful of the Charge com- 
mitted to them, and indefatigable 3 in their Endeavours to an- 
ſwer the Ends of it, by conſulting the Honour of their 
Princi pal. For them that honour him, he will honour, 
1 Sam. ii. 30. And upon this ſure Foundation their Thrones 
are eſtabliſhed. The Encouragement of Religion, and the 
Morals of the People, are the Prince's chief Concern, In 
this he chiefly repreſents Gop ; and in his heavenly Mafter's 
Honour, conſults his own ; and likewiſe the beſt and trueſt 
Intereſt of his People, extending to their future as well as 
preſent . 

The Vice- Roys of che King of Heaven ſhould be faithful 
to their Truſt, and are as much, at leaſt, obliged to be dutiful 
to their God, as their Subjects to them: Altho' it is not every 
Breach of Duty i in them, that abſolves the Subject from his 
Allegiance.

When there 
were good Princes among the Jeu, it might be truly faid, 
— Happy art thou O Iſrael ! The Scripture abounds with 
Particulars of this Kind; whoſe Times were bleſſed with 
Peace, Plenty, and Tranquility, after they had been haraſſed 
atid embroiled by Foreign Invaſions, and Domeſtick Tumults. 
Thins; the Philiſtines were ſubdued, and they came no more in- 
70 the Coafts of Iſrael ; and the Hand of the Lord wat again/t 
the Philiflines, all the Days'sf Samuel. 1 Satn: vii. 13. Thus 
the Lord preſerved David whitherſorver he went, and Davit 
reigned over all Iſrael, and executed Fuftice and Judgment to 
all his People, 2 Sam. viii. 13, 14. Thus again, in the 
Days of King Salomon, while he was concerned for his God, 
Fudah end Iſrael dwelt fafely, every Man under his Vin; 
and under his Fig Tree, from Dan even to Beerſheba; all the 
Days of Solomon, 1 Kings, iv. 25. And of King Uz274b it is 
fid, that as long as he ſougbt the Lord, God mude him to proſe 
CELTS.

It cannot indeed be faid, that the a of Kings, any more 
than other Men, have ved longeſt, or been moſt proſperous;

And conſequently, that our Truſt in Each, is to be 
proportioned to the Priority, Plenitude, and Permanency of 
the Authority they exerciſe. . Divine Power is abſolute, un- 

ontrolable, and never: failing Human is limited, circum- 
feribed uncertain, and of ſhort. Duration. — Thy Throne O 
God, is for ever and ever, Pſ, xlv. 6. was "au 45 of the 
Eternity of Chriſt's Kingdom, and in Oppoſition to earth/ 
| Thrones, which are continually wearing out, together wit 
the bort. liv d Princes that fit upon them. 

Gop; who gives, takes away Princes at his Pleaſure ; and 
they are like the Potter's Clay in his Hands. Though ſome 
Veſſels be made to Honour, and ſome to Dishonour, yet they 
are equally frail and brittle, and liable to the ſame Caſualties, 
and as ſoon broken. in Pieces the one as the other. And what 
Truſt then is to be put in thoſe, who are as ſubject to Decay, 
as ourſelves? And how often do they leave us behind them, 
helpleſs and forlorn, with nothing but the moſt diſconſolate

The Births and Deaths of 
Princes occaſion the greateſt Changes and Revolutions; the 
Wheels of Providence ſeem moſtly to turn upon them, and 
the Confidence of Men. to Tſe or. ind accordingly. Thus, 
we have known, the Fate of an Empire depend upon the 
Life and Breath of a_fingle Perſon . 

If then, even the minuteft Things in Nature, are under 

the Care and Inſpection of an over-ruling Providence ; ; and 


if not ſo much as a Sparrow falls to the Ground, without 


the Knowledge and Permiſſion of our Heavenly Father : 
How much leſs does a Man, whoſe Life. is of more Value 
than that of many. Sparrows? and much leſs a Prince (on 
whoſe Life and Safety that of Thouſands, and ten Thou- 
ſands depends) without the ſpecial Notice and Deſtination of 
Divine Providence. Not that we ſuppoſe, that Gop bath 
ſo abſolutely and unconditionally decreed and ated, out the 
exact Term and Period of every Man's Life, without Di- 
ſligction, that do what we can, it is unavoidable. Since 
this would render all our Prayers for the Lives of Princes 
ineffectual, and to no Purpoſe; and make our Lamentalions 
for the Dead, abſurd and unreaſonable. _. 
The Death of Princes is like that of other Men. Their
